Whereas, It is the duty of every 
citizen to see that our country is not 
divided by factional or civic strife of 
any character whatever, so that the 
full efforts of all may be devoted to 
bring the war to a successful conclu- 
sion, and, 

Whereas, More go is it the duty of 
organized labor, which has been so 
clearly set forth when the Council of 
National Defense adopted unanimous- 
ly the recommendation of the Advisery 
Commission of Labor, of which Sam- 
uel Gompers is chairman, and, 

Whereas, The White Rats Actors’ 
Union and Associated Actresses of 
America are a component part of the 
American Federation of Labor, of 
which Mr. Samfel Gompers is presi- 
dent, and, 

Whereas, The White Rats Actors’

America are at present conducting a 
strike in sixty theaters in various parts 
of the country in consequence of a 
lockout ordered by the Vaudeville 
Managers’ Protective Association in

Union and Associated Actresses of 
America is desirous of releasing its 
members for such service as the na-

vote their undivided energies to the 
defense of their country: 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That as

to the United States of America of 
the White Rats Actors’ Union and As- 
soclated Actresses of America, and its 
“legiance to the cause of organized 
labor, the International board and in-

The actors’ organization was the 
first trades union to pledge its support 
to the government, and in recognition 
of this action received letters of 
thanks from President Wilson and 
Samuel Gompers.

ARTISTS’ REPRESENTATIVES 
TO FORM LEAGUE OF AGENTS 


Vaudeville and Dramatic 


as Much Right To Organize as the Actor, 
the Manager, the Musician or 
the Stage Hands 


Agents Claim They Have 


New York, July 7.—The League of 
Agents is going to become a reality in 
the near future. At Jeast that is what 
The Billboard has been assured by 
one of the best posted men on vaude- 
ville in New York. 

Our authority is responsible for the 
following facts concerning the 
posed organization. 

A number of leading vaudeville 
artists and dramatic actors’ represen- 
tatives of the better class, those who 
have tried to place their business on 
a higher plane, and who really take 
a pride in their profession, and who 
are desirous of elevating it to the 
dignity of any other legitimate line of 
endeavor, have recently held secret 
meetings at which the idea of a 
league of agents has been discussed, 
with the result that, while the matter 
is still a secret the fact has leaked 
out to a representative of The Bill- 
board that the organization will be in- 
corporated and launched just as soon 
as the preliminary details are com- 
plete. Whether a charter for the or- 
ganization will be asked for from the 
American Federation of Labor cannot 
at present be ascertained. 

The agents claim that inasmuch as 
the actor, the manager, the musician, 
the stage hand each has his or- 
ganization, so should the artist’s rep- 
resentative be entitled to some pro- 
tection. They admit that at one time 
previously a similar idea was pro- 
posed, but state that the organization 
died from malnutrition, but now that 
some of the leading lights in the pro- 
fesgion are putting their whole heart 
and soul into it there can be no ques- 
tion regarding its absolute success 
from every standpoint. 

It is believed that the main object 
of the League of Agents is to eliminate 
the Vaudeville Collection Agency and 
the Excelsior Coliection Agency (op- 
erating on the Orpheum Circuit), but 
this was indignantly denied by the ac- 
tive organizers, who point out that

1 played for thousands of the beys during 
the 16 months in England as they were in 
training camps there, ang now on this trip 
I have and am playing to thousands of others 
in Franee and Germany in the army of occupa- 
tion In all that time I have not had a word 
said to me that I conld find fault with and 
the treatment is far better then I looked for 
it to be: if there is anything to say one way 
or the other it is in favor of the ‘‘Men’’ from 
the 1. S. A. The bers are thousands of miles 
away from folks and friends, and as we all | 
know they have minds of their own as they 
never bad anybody do their thinking for them, 
and with all that they stand eut aginst the 
other men like the sun against the mom. TI 
am sure the commander of the @nd_ Div. 
Merines told the trvrth when he said ‘‘Water 
will find its level, and the women tlint come 
in to the army of occupation find the wen they 
are looking for.”’ As we all krow the Amert- 
ean men think the world of their women they 
want them to be good, nice and sweet girls, 
and when they find you are neither one or 
the other they forget that you are anythinc 
more than “Just women: it’s so the world 
over, and you will admit that our men are 
classed ip the same way. You must be a clean 
living citizen of the Uniteq States of America 
to be calied a gentleman. 

None of us, uine in number, have learned 
to smoke or drink while over here, and we 
have tried to live as near like we did at home 
as it was possible during and since the war, 
and nobody has found fault with our doing so. 

The women that try to tell nasty things 
about the girls and boys that have done their 
bit over here should be classed with those at 
home ¢hat are set against the League of Na- 
tions, or those trying to boost Bolshevists on 
our people, and the less sai@ about them the 
better for all concerned. Our boys proved 
to the world at large that they are the ‘‘Men” 
of these times, not only while the war w's 
on, but since they have been waiting for the 
Germans to sigh up, and you are going to find, 
when they get back home to their mothers, 
sigters and wives, that they will be the same 
kind—loving women, respecting human beings 

they were before they left home. There’s @ 
reason (The American Women).

Sir—After reading the papers and magazines 
from the dear old States we are somewhat sur- 
prised, and a little hurt, to find many of our 
statesmen and a good percentage of the press 
advocating compulsory wilitary service for the 
United States. 

I realize that The Billboard is our best trade 
paper and publishes little other than that per- 
taining to the various branches of the amuse- 
ment business. 

But because I am proud to be one of the the- 
atrical profession and realize the wonderful 
good they have accomplished in this war, and 
because of their power and influence in any 
movement for the benefit of the nation, L must 
try, in my small way, to enlist the showfolk 
and The Billboard to the side of the soldiers in 
a fight against compulsory military service. 

Of course we are not pacifists, We believe 
in George Washington, who said: “If we 
sire to secure peace it must be known that we, 
at all times, are ready for War.” 

But we wish to gain preparedness in a fair, 
democratic American way, and not the Iiun'’s 
way, which is compulsory military service. 

Does a great, wealthy nation like ours, which, 
in a short nineteen months, accomplixhed un 
heard of military wonders, greater by far than 
the German's accomplishments after fifty years 
of preparedness, need to adopt compulsory mil- 
itary service in order to retain our military 
supremacy? 

Will universal service mean preparedness jn 
the end? Will the young man, forced into the 
service, emerge from his course of training with 
the proper spirit and morale expected of the 
American soldier? 

The army could be made very attractive by 
educational features, short enlistment periods, 
ete. There are many ways we can gain pre- 
paredness without stooping to the principles 
we crossed the Atlantic to fight against. 

In a recent issue of The Billboard was a lit- 
tle item, which said: “Irvin S. Cobb is going 
in stronger for universal military service.’’ 
Now Mr. Cobb was over to see us do the job.

Gentiemen—Can you suggest a means of pro 


tection for minstrel musicians and performers 
from managers who have po thought but the 
filling of their own coffers, regardless of the 


rights and welfare of others? 

For instance, the past season a manager, who 
always Advertises as “all new," ete., engaged 
a full company, some of whom made big jumps 


on the strength of promise of full season's 
work, and after rehearsal, during which time 
wembers of company (as is the custom) pail 


their own expenses, opened the latter part of 
the week to turnaway business, and tho contract 
called for six days per week, gave Sunday per- 
formance at an arwy camp, for which they re 
ceived no extra cowpensation. The following 
week they bad an open date and missed a per 
formance, and, notwithstanding the extra Sun 
day performance, they were docked a day's pny 

This particular manager had advertised that 
his wardrobe was all new. However, when the 
wardrobe was handed out there was pot enone! 
to go around, and the owner informed the acting 
Mauager, Whe acted as press agent, stage mun 
uger, general go-between for owner and con 
pany and played in B. & O., that be was already 
at great expense and did vot intend to invest 
any more woney in wardrobe, tho what he had 
on hand was ragged and rotten, liaving been 
worn several seasous and paid for numerous 
times by formgr members of the company. and 
then Kept on band and seld. or rather charged 
to performers each succeeding season. 


Ao orchestra leader, engaged by the owner 
and who did not come up to the former's ideas 
after working several performances, wags dis 


charged and refused any remuneration for ser 

ices: performed \ thoro musician was engage! 
who Jamped from Missouri to a point in South 
ern Indiana, and tho there was no question 
as to bis ability, and this owner had repeated!y 


declared that all people should give and re 
ceive two weeks’ notice, was given five days 
notice along with four other members of the 


company, all of whom were entirely competent 
the only reason being given for this discharge 
Was that it was necessary to cut down eX pense. 
At the same time various members were notitied 
that salaries would be cut from $5 to $10 per 
week, altho their contracts specified a certain 
stipend! for full season, and this in view of the 
fact that with two exceptions the organization 
bad been showing to capacity from the opening 
date, 

When rehearsals started it was discovered 
that the owner had not secured a producer, but 
informed his acting manager that he would be 
expected to produce same and dragged out an 
out-of-date overture, made up of a number of 
mttriotic melodies that were of the vintage of 
ISOS, and which might have Ketten over at a 
“last day of school” performance, but were er 


tirely too antedeluvian for a modern minstre! 
company, and while the company got all ont 
of same there was in it, it was Impossible to 


make the people get excited over tunes they had 
heard worked overtime for the past 
years, 

A producer was then engaged to come on 
produce a first-part opening and afterpiers 
after drilling same into the members of the 
cotppany the owner decided to stand by the old 
stuf simply because the production of the new 
numbers woull entail an expense of not to ex 
ceed five dollars, regardless of the fact that the 
members of the company had worked hard and

Ketten up in the new nambers until ther were 
able to prodace same in a really creditable 


manner. 

This is only a story of one of many similar 
companies on the road who intentionally 
constrie and misstate conditions of things 
their companies and induce real People to cone 
on, and after the people arrive and diseover how 
things really are they are compelled to stay. as 
their expense has heen so Kreat that they can 
not afford to leave, but have to stick, for the 
amount they have invested in the way of pre- 
paratory expense, 

It is o shame that this class of managers are 
allowed te operate at the expense of the profes 
sion, and my advice to troupers making con 
tracts for confing season i« to thoroly tavestigat: 
the managers’ past actions and before joining 
any Aggtegation to get in touch with someone 
Who hax at some time been connected with thre 
organization they expect to take on with and 
ascertain to a certainty that said manager ix 
theruly reliable before joining same, Past per

A big chanutanqua tent draws its usual quoeto 
in the way of patronage. The Ligculn Cirenit 
closed a regular seven dars program, and efforts 
were Made to get a Redpath and «a Coik-Alber 
Cirenit to move in for a week. but neither of 
these could adjust their other dates so as to fill 
the time, But a chautauqua is running right 
along just the same. 


There are thirteen colored quartets on the 
ground, and innumerable other musical organiza- 
tions are there ready for any service. 

A Dig moving picture theater is going twelve 
hours a day, an’? is showing some of the best 
feature films. The big screen on the ground: 
ix said to be the largest ever erected. It is 
185 feet high by 125 feet wide. D. W. Grif- 
fith is personally looking after the work of film- 
ing the great pageant, The Wayfarer, in which 
2,500 people take part. 


Two playgrounds are in full operation. The 
Spaulding Sporting Goods Company sent two 
carloads of playground equipment, including ev- 
ery manner of games and sport. All are in full 
swing, under competent outdoor play directors. 
The kiddies are having the time of their lives. 

The big Coliseum stage has been remodeled 
so that now, it is claimed, it is four feet wider 
than the New York Hippodrome stage. 

A pipe organ, costing $50,000 has been in- 
Stalled; 1.500 singers make up the great chorus. 

The visitor to the Methodist Centenary Cele- 
bration finds himself suddenly transplanted into 
a large park of more than 100 acres, which bas 
cost the State of Ohio millions of dollars to 
develop, with an immense oval, in front of 
which is a9 amphitheater seating 50,000 people. 
the coliseum, with a seating capacity of 8,000 
and eight exhibit buildings, with a floor space 
of 200,000 square feet, scattered over these ex- 
position grounds, 


The exhibits come from every part of the 
world. Setting built under the personal direc- 
tion of men who have just returned from the 
country represented are now in construction. 
Later, natives will begin to arrive, bringing 
their strange costumes, customs and industries. 
A true picture of the lives of those people is 
the aim of the directors of the Centenary. 

A miniature Ganges River flowing thru the In- 
dia Building is the center of queer heathen re- 
ligious customs. Here are found Hindu Temple. 
Mobammedon mosque and sacred monkey temple, 
filled with 12 chattering monkeys. Here, too, 
the sacred pigeons are fed every day, amid 
Much ceremony, and a fakir on his bed of spikes 
proves to less stoical observers that his soul is 
above the trivial offerings of this world. 

An Indian bazaar, overflowing with silks, 
Wrought metals, idols and flower shops, occu- 
pies a large part of the India Building. Pub- 
lic letter writer, sweetmeat seller, tooth clean- 
er, beggars and curio seller mingle with the 
crowds of sightseers. 

In an immense Kaffir kraal containing five 
fullsized huts and a cattle exclosure, 60 Etbio- 
pians, working at various typical industries, 
are a part of the African exhibit. The desert 
life of Northern Africa, with Bedouin tents 
and Moorish town, is pictured in another sec- 
tion of the African Building. This exhibit is 
directed by J. T. C. Blackmore of Algeria, who 
is also directing a reproduction of early Roman 
civilization in the same building. 

Another part of the African building - is 
cevoted to Roosevelt and Raincy motion pic- 
tures, episodes from the life of Dr. David 
Livingston's lion bunts and Kaffir dances, the 
Uganda railway and African mission scene 
Other sections of Africa are fully .epreserted 
in the large building. 

Two large adwinstration buildings are de- 
voted to scenes and exhibits from «very corner 


of North America, under the direction of 
Dr. Ralph FE. Diffendorfer of New York. Alas- 
kan and Pueblo Indians, mountaineers, New 


York shop-keepers and California Japs are en- 
virenments. A typical Southern plantation 
scene and a Mexican villa is picturesquely 
featured in this building. The purpose of these 


exhibits is to emphasize the work of ithe 
church in the diversified sections of the United 
States and Canada. 

A machinery hall containirg 40,00 square 
feet, is filled with photographs, charts, books 
aod miscellaneous exhibits from all countries 


represented in the exposition. 

A thoro canvass of Columbus made <durirg 
the winter put at the disposal of the Centenary 
headquarters a complete list of suitable homes 
of the city in which Centenary visitors may 
get rooms. Hundreds of homes have been 
opened in this way te accommodate the out- 
of-town guests. A standard rate of charge 
has been arranged to prevent overcherging 
on the account of the demand for rooms. 

Arrangements with tent companies were male 
te rent tents and cots to those who come t¢ 
Columbus wishing to camp out. Most of the 
parks of Columbus are provided with elaborate 
abelter houses, which contain not only rest 
rooms and toilet facilities, but in most cases 
community kitchens, which are availabie te 
those who use the parks as camping grounds. 
All shelter houses have heat, light. and water 
without cost to the Centenary visitors.

Do you see that without taking into consideration the increase in railroad fares and bageage, which affects the actors more 
than any other trade, the expenses of living have gone up between December, 1915 to December, 1918, more than 75%, which means 
that your dollar now is only worth about 56 cents? In other words, if you were getting One Hundred ($100) Dollars a week in 1914 
and are still getting One Hundred ($100) Dollars, you really are only getting $56.00. 

Again, when you send Ten ($10) Dollars to ux you are really only sending $5.60 

This has been easily seen and observed by other crafts and trades, and they have increased their salaries to meet this con-

. Personally, I do. There are people in 
the organization who differ with me, espe. 
cially the men who have played in England, and 
who book direct with the owners of the thea- 
ters, but I personally believe that the personal 
representative is a necessity in America, 

. And you think there ought to be some 
sort of a booking office, a central booking office. 

A. 1 think there ought to be a booking office. 
You ean call it a boeking office, but I would 
eall it a registration bureau, at which every 
manager who runs a theater in America or wha 
hires actors shoukl be obliged to register be- 
fore he can operate his theater. I think that 
every actor who works in those theaters should 
be registered before he can secure employment. 
I think then that the owner of the theater 
should hire his own representative to select the 
Material for his theater, and I think the actor 
sheuld hire his persenal representative to book 
him, with the theater manager's representa- 
tive; that there should be neo connection at all 
between any form of booking office and any 
man who has any interest in a theater, di- 
rectly or indirectly. I think there ought to be

in the business again Of course that means 
the elimination of the White Rats Actors’ 
Union, it means the elimination of the N, V. 
A., of the United Booking Offices and of the 
other firms of booking offices now existing. 

Q. You think that the personal representa- 
tive should be a free agent? 

A think he should be employed 
actor and act as the actor's servant 
by him te do as he is told. 

Q. What do you say in reference to the 
system in vogue as to giving franchises to a 
number of representatives? 

A. That is the application of the closed shop 
and the booking business to which the man- 
agers make such vivlent objection among the 
actors, 

Q. What is your objection to it? 

A. It keeps a man from going anywhere he 
will to book his act. For instance, if I have 
a francise with the Keith Office and I repre 
sent 300 acts, and I cannot book them at the 
Keith Office, I cannot go across the street to 
the Loew Office and book them, and vice versa, 
Jt is done thru an intermediary now. 

oO. How? 

y A. By a go-between agent. For instance, 
the man who has the franchise in the United 
Booking Offices has a friend who has a friend 
who is an agent in the Loew Office, doing busi- 
ness with the Loew Oflice. So, if my value 
has expired on the Keith Time and my agent 
can secure me no more work on the Keith 
Time, he cannot go direct to the Loew Office 
and book me, so he uses this intermediary 
with the agent who has a Loew franchise, and 
so the result is that I pay the intermediary 
agent—I pay the United Booking Agency and

I pay the intermediary agent and 1 pay the 
Loew agent. 
Q. Is there anything about the system of 


personal representative or agent that makes 
him more the servant or the agent of the book- 
ing offices than he is of the actor? 

A. The fact that he does not get his full 
amount of commission is the chief thing. The 
power that one man has to hold out money 
which is coming to another man makes his 
automatically subservient to the man who holds 
the purse strings. and it also compels him to 
get the additional amount of the actor, the 
same amount or a greater amount, which the 
intermediary or intermediate accepting agent 
keeps out of his commission. For instance, if 
Mr. Hart is my agent—I use him as an in- 
Stance, not becanse he is one of the ones who 
do this sort of thing, because I cannot testify 
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of my own knowledge that he does—but my 
commission slip for Mr. Hart, which is put 
into my salary envelope on Saturday night, 
calls fur five per cent of my salary, because 
the Vaudeville Collection Agency keeps a cer- 
tain percentage of it from him for the privi- 
lege or right of collection. 

QY. That is a collection ¢gency. 

A. The collection agency keeps a certain 
proportion, two and a half, or more, per cent 
out of his five per cent, handing back to him 
the remaming two and a half per cent. Mr. 
llart says to me—this is a hypothetical caxe, 
understand—Mr. Hart says to me: ‘I cannot 
run my office on two and a half per cent, and I 
have to have two and a half per cept more.’’ 
So, in addition to the five per cent that I pay 
the booking office, the five per cent which is 
deducted from my salary for my _ personal 
representative, I am obliged to pay him on the 
ontside twe and a half per cent for him to 
handle my business: and by virtue of the fact 
that the contract I sign with him gives bim 
unlimited power over my activities, I cannot 
get a release from him because it is irrevo- 
cable and in perpetuity, I believe. 

Q. That is, you believe the agent and per- 
sonul representative should be entitled to and 
receive the full five per cent? 

A. T believe he ought to get what he earns. 


Q. I am ealling your attention to the Re- 
smendent’s Exhibit, No. 103, which is an assign- 
ment by you of five per cent commission to 
your agent, Jo Paige Smith, on December 7, 
1912. Is that the statement which you re- 
ferred to—** This assignment and power is ir- 


revocable’? 

A. Yes. sir 

Q. What do you think about the proposition 
of limiting the number of agents who shall 
do business at the booking offices? 

A. I don't think they should be LUmited. 

Q. Why? 


A. Because the more men who work for 
actors, the more interest they are going to take, 
and if one agent does not do the work for you 
you can go and get another, and with the supply 
always at hand there is always an incentive 
for an agent to work more exrnestiy for you 
and more honestly and conscientiously; where- 
as, if the number is limited, you cannot go 
from one to the other, by the terms of that 
contract, You have to stick to the man whether 
he works assignment that is made, or by your 
contract. 

Q. Do you think where the agents are limited 
in number, in that way he is in a position to 
present the interests of the actor as vigorously 
as if the number were not so limited, and he 
did not have to rely upon the vaudeville collec- 
tion agencies for the collection of his commis- 
sions, and dividing with the collection agency 
part of bis commission? 

A. Dol think it would be better if the agent 
were free and there were more agents? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Yes, I do think so—more reliable agents. 

Q. That is, there would not be agents who 
were of the selection and at the will of the 
booking office? 


A. Exactly. 
Q. I om your attention to Commission's 
Exhibit Number 39, which appears to be a form 


of contract approved by the B. F. K. Circuit, 
It appears to be a blank contract between the 
B. F. K. Company and a corporation of Hoston 
for the employment of B. F. Keith's Theater in 
Boston, Massachusetts, and the third paragraph 
of the contract in this, ‘“‘S. K. Hodgdon, of 
1964 Proadway, New York City, is acting for 
the manager in employing the artists.’’ 

I will ask you if that is the same 8S. K. 
Hodgdon who is the booking manager and super- 
intendent in effect of the booking operations 
of the U. B. O.? 


A. Yes, sir; he is, 

Q. Nevertheless in this contract I find that 
the actor authorizes the manager to deduct 
and pay the United Booking Office for pro- 
curing the artist the engagement. What do 
you say about that sort of an arrangement? 

A. Why, I think it is altogether wrong. 

Q. I mean, what is the matter with it? 

A. Well, you play in the Keith Theater and 
you get a salary, and you pay Mr. Keit)’ 
booking office 5 per cent of your salary for 
hiring you to play in his theater. 

Q. Do you know Jules Delmar? 

A. I know who is he, yes. I have met him. 

Q. He occupies a position in the U. B. O. 
Office? 

A. I believe so; yes, sir. 

Q. Does he book what is known as the 
Southern Time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I show you what purports to be a con- 
tract with the Academy Theater Company, 
Charlotte, North Carolina, dated the 6th day 
of December, 1918, with an artist known as 
Nat Burns, and ask you if that is the same 
character of contract and subject to the same 
objection as the contract marked Commission's 
Exhibit Number 397 

A. Yes, Mr. Delmar here is described as 
acting for the manager and employing the artist. 

Q. In these instances to which I call your 
attention, that is the contract in which Mr.

At 9:45 is the first of a string of ‘‘mystery”’ 
plays that are promised for the near future. 
The mystery is sustained thruout the action of 
the piece, but the play is marred by the Iip- 
jection of low comedy and the poor cast. 

The plot deals with the discovery of the real 
murderer, out of a group of people, who all con- 
fess to the commissiun of the crime. The efforts 
of a police captain to locate the culprit con- 
stitutes the plot. Owen Davis is a good drafts- 
man and builds the suspensive interest up to a 
high point, which makes one wonder why he de- 
liberately tears this careful construction down 
by the injection of a great deal of alleged com- 
edy. 

The acting of the piece is away below par.

IRVING’S BIRTHPLACE SOLD 


The birthplace of Sir Henry Irving at Keln- 
ton Mandeville, Somerset, England, bas been 
suld at auction. Reports of the sale reached 
this country only a week or two ago, altho 
the sale took place June 12, being conducted 
at Cross Keys Hotel, Lydford, by direction of 
Sir Ernest Jardine, Bart. The name of the 
purchaser was not given. 

The house in which the famous actor passed 
only a few of the years of his youth is de- 
scribed ag “‘Irving’s Cottage,"’ and the property 
includes a garden, outbuildings and pasture 
land. The teneant, whose lease does net expire 
until next year, pays an annual rental of $85. 

Pictures of the cottage frequently have been 
reproduced in connection with illustrated stories 
of Sir Henry, who, on account of not being a 
strong child, was at an early age sent away 
from Somerset by his parents. When be grew 
strong, instead of returning to his native 
village, he took up a clerkship in London. 

The cottage is bullt of stone, with @ tiled 
roof, and has seven roome, a parlor, kilfchen, 
back kitchen, scullery and three bedrooms,

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HIGH LIGHTS HIT BY 
JOHN BARLEYCORN 


A Few Historic Incidents Which Show the Part 
Played by the Lyceum and Chautauqua Forces 
in the Struggle—Death and Funeral of 
Bacchus and King Gambrinus 


The part played in the long combat of the 
People vs. John Barleycorn is not generally un- 
derstood, even by our presentdey platform folk, 
s0 @ little history may be of interest at this 
time. John B. Gough, with his total abstinent 
revivals, were an integral part of the great ly- 
ceum which Beecher, Garrison, Wendell Phil- 
lips, Mrs. Mary A. Livermore and a host of 
others made forever famous. 

Slavery to the old masters included those who 
were slaves to drink. Freedom meant freedom 
from those soul destroying habits which often 
made the free white man a more abject slave 
than was the negro, tho he was held in chains, 

Hillsboro, O0., now claims the honor of starting 
the real fight which has at last set the nation 
free. 

On July 1 the people of Hillsboro celebrated 
the victory which they started December 24, 
1873. In front of their line of march they 
carried a banner bearing these words: ‘‘We 
started the crusade that made America dry.”’ 

A little band of pioneer women who prayed the 
saloons out of Hillsboro marched behind that 
banner in the procession, 


In 1873 Dr. Dio Lewis was one of the busy 
lecturers on the platform, He spoke December 
14 at Fredonia, N. Y., where he told an in- 
spiring story of how his own mother had or- 
ganized a band of women, who had started to 
pray for the saloonkeepers that they might 
cease to debauch the husbands and sons of the 
community. One hundred women organized, but 
in spite of their efforts the saloons went right 
on, as far as Fredenia was concerned. 

On December 17 he spoke at Jamestown, N. 
Y., where 60 women organized and visited the 
saloons, but failed to effect a single change of 
heart on the part of the saloonkeepers. 

December 23 he spoke at Hillsboro, O., for the 
good women of the town, who were conducting 
the lyceum course. At the close of his lecture 
be made a plea for all those present to join 
themselves into a praying band of crusaders to 
visit the dramshops. A rising vote showed the 
willingness to join such a crusade was unanimous 
as far as the audience was concerned, 

The news of that great local gathering spread 
like wildfire. One little boy who attended the 
lecture rushed home to tell his mother that 
there was to be another meeting in the church at 
9 a.m. the following morning, and he urged her 
to attend. Even while he was in the midst of 
that childish plea for action liis young sister 
came home from the lecture, bolding her Bible 
open at the 146th Psalm, saying: ‘Mamma, I 
believe that is for you.’’ 

That mother was Mrs. Eliza J. Thompson, the 
wife of Judge Thompson. She attended the meet- 
ing at the church on the morning of the 24th and 
was elected leader. She read the 146th Psalm 
and then led the charge. Seventy-five women 
marched in line, stopping first at three drug 
stores, whose proprietors signed a pledge bind- 
ing themselves to sell liquor only on pliysician’s 
prescriptions. They visited thirteen saloons, 
hotels and drug stores, and they kept this up for 
weeks, until finally they drove the organized 
liquor traffic from town. 

On December 24 Dr. Lewis lectured at Wash- 
ington Court House. Here again he told of his 
mother’s work, and begged the women to adopt 
this plan of warfare. On December 26 the 
women were organized; on January 2 in a great 
mass meeting the announcement was made that 
the last liquor dealer had unconditionally sur-

rendered, Eight days of prayer, song and the 
church bells tolling a prohibition rag meant 
death to eleven saloons and three drug stores in 
Washington Court House. 

A Cincinnati liquor house then offered $5,000 
as a fund to break down the movement. A new 
man took out a license, stocked one of the aban- 
doned saloons, and on the third day the interloper 
gave up the fight, handed his stock over to the 


affairs. For years the prohibition party speak- 
ers were the only ones of any party who had 
ever approached liberty on the platform. The 
prohibition speakers arraigned both the Demo- 
eratic and Republican parties for their truckling 
to the liquor power. Sam Jones used the in- 
sincere Christians, who prayed against the sa- 
loon on Sunday and then voted for the Democratic 
or Republican party on Tuesday, as a theme 
for most of his lectures. And Sam Jones was 
the greatest master of the chautaugqua that ever 
stepped before an audience, 

Lou J. Beauchamp and dear old Col. George 
W. Bain both came to the lyceum and cbhau- 
tauqua platform as champions of the probibition 
cause, 

Billy Sunday, W. J. Bryan, Ex-Governor 
Manly, Ex-Governor Patterson, Richmond P. 
Hobson and that army of fighting probibitionists, 
who have given battle wherever the cause needed 
a champion, have all been chautauqua lecturers 
first. 

The liquor trafic—the organized rum power— 
has been the most demoralizing force with which 
the amusement world has come in contact. 
Music, the drama, vaudeville, all suffered from 
this contamination, 

The lyceum and chautauqua suffered many lo-

women, and as he fled they dumped this con- 
traband ‘‘frewater’’ into the street. The move- 
meut spread to hundreds of towns in Ohio. Then, 
like a great moral wave, this crusade spirit 
Swept over the West, North, East and South. 

Out of the Ohio Crusade sprang tie fy. C. T. 
U., which was organized at Chautauqua, N. Y., 
in August, 1874, where a call for a national con- 
vention was sent out. The National Woman's 
Temperance Union was organized at Cleveland, 
0., in November, 1874, as a result of that call 
sent from Chautauqua Lake, 

The W. C. T. U. has furnished many of our 
great lecturers; it sent forth a great many able 
Women, who made the lyceum platform a force 
for righteousness in many places, The motto 
of the first W. C. T. U. Convention was for God, 
Uome and Native Land. It was this force that 
gave us the Mother, Home and Heaven lecture 
theme, which Keith Vawter says is always 3 
winner, even unto this day. 


Many of the local lyceum eourses were at first 
backed by the W. C. T. U., and there were 
prohibition chautauquas everywhere backed by 
the W. C. T. U, : 


The first cireuit chautauqua system was not 
Keith Vawter’s idea. It was Alonzo BE. Wilaon 
and the State Executive Committee of the Pr-- 
hibition Party of Illinois who conducted~ the 
first circuit chautanqua. This, later on, became 
the National Lincola Chautauqua System, which 
at one time had five circui's reaching from 
Georgia to Canada, 

Prohibition, more than any other one thing, 
has been the moral force which made the lIy- 
ceum and chautaugua a great factor in national 


cal defeats just because of the outside interfer- 
ence of John Barleycorn. 


The greatest disturbers of the peace have been 
the hired whisky and brewery forces, which have 
for years turned local elections into madhouse 
gatherings. 

The plan of campaign has always been to en- 
gender local strife and character assassination; 
even murder and persecutions have been the ever- 
ready tools of this gigantic moral outlaw, 

Millions of dollars bave been spent annually 
to defeat the will of the locality voting by the 
greatest gang of hypocrites that ever lived, 
Every cent of it was spent while pleading for 
local self-government. The noblest sentiments 
of our being have been mocked and even our 
own dearly-bonght right ef personal liberty was 
wade a mockery by the organized liqnor traffic. 

In 1794 the counties of Western Pennsylvania 
rose in open rebellion against the Government 
because Congress passed a revenne bill placing a 
small tax of 9 cents per gallon on domeatic dis- 
tilled spirits; the people met in their churches, 
school houses and in private homes and declared 
‘“grog’’ to be one of the necessaries of life, and 
therefore should not be taxed. 


It cost Uncle Sam $1,500,000 to suppress the 
Whisky Rebellion, and at that time the total 
expenses for all ordinary purposes were only 
$4,362,000 a year, 

George Washington found whisky organized 
against him, and he had to call out the militia 
to restore peace and orderly government. 

During the days when ovr country wae torn 
almost to pieces and the North and South had 
spent four bloody years in mortal combat it was 


a bullet fired by a man whose brain had been 
inflamed by alcohol that shocked the civilized 
world by the assassination of Abraham Lincoln. 
This dastardly plot had been hatched in Mrs. 
Suratt’s saloon. 

When we went to war against Germany the 
first great disgrace and hotbed of treason to be 
discovered was the foreign influence operating to 
substitute the kaiser’s accursed sway even in 
America, The hrewery's cohorts, known as the 
German-American Soclety, was found to be a 
nest of treason breeders. While we considered 
food by the ounce and almost by the grain the 
distillers and brewers fought for the right to 
turn millions of bushels of corn, wheat and 
barley into beer and whisky. 

President Wilson has suffered more humilia- 
tion at the hands of the organized liquor traffic 
than he has thru any other source. 

Even as a dying act John Barleycorn is defying 
the people’s will by trying to upset the estab- 
lished government. Corrupt hired attorneys and 
venal courts and bribed administrators of the law 
are doing his bidding even after death. 

Jobn is advocating treason by urging his dupes 
to become citizens of foreign misrule rather than 
submit to the laws of our own country. 

The lyceum and chautanqua received their 
soulful purpose thru fighting the erganized liquor 
traffic, We should now give the same high pur- 
poseful service to bringing peace, prosperity and 
happiness to these thousands of towns, rillages 
and smaller cities that have been so tried, cor- 
rupted and rent with strife thru the selfish 
greed and tainted pelf furnished by the million- 
aire brewery and distillery interests of this 
country and Europe, which has been poured Into 
their local elections to corrupt their voters. 

Our part is to educate and entertain, to 
amuse and instruct the people. It speaks well 
for America when we retrace the footsteps of 
time and observe that in one hundred and 
twenty-five years our people have ceased to look 
upon ‘‘grog’’ as a daily necessity. Then we 
used alcoholic spirits as a medium of exchange 
in lieu of money. Today we have placed it 
among the public enemies as a nuisance to the 
common good, 

Then alcohol was free and amusements were 
under the ban. Today amusements are a part 
of onr religious duty, and we play as we sing 
the songs of our forefathers with a new meaning 
and booze is banished. 

The banishment of booze has placed greater 
obligations upon the amusement purveying world. 
There are greater needs than ever for music en 
tertainments, lectures, lyceums, chautauquas and 
all forms of entertainments that are worth 
while. 


MACON’S CHAUTAUQUA PLANS 
BIGGER THINGS 


During the three years the chautauqua of the 
South has geen organized it has staged three 
musical festivals, and during that time has gone 
into debt to the extent of $7,500. This was 
largely due to the fact that just at the time 
the first festival was being arranged the world 
war broke out, and the second festival was held 
while the hostilities in Europe were at their 
height. The festival just concluded was the 
most successful of the three, and is understood, 
to have more than paid its way, tho the program 
for this year represented a cost of several thou- 
sand dollars more than either of the two previous 
ones, 

A number of Macon business men have each 
pledged themselves to pay $100 of the indebted- 
ness, and others will be called on to do likewise, 
and, within a few days, it is expected to have 
the entire amount arranged for.—Macon ((Ga.) 
Journal,

Mr. Spalding was born in Chicago. He has 
spent considerable time at the Spalding home 
in Florence, Italy, and it was in that city that 
he commenced the serious study of music. He 

: graduated with first honors from the Bologna 

. Conservatory of Music when but fourteen years 

of age, and two years later made his profes- 
sional debut at the Nouveau Theater in Paris, 
appearing with Adelina Patti. It was at 
Carnegie iall, New York, on October 11, 1911, 
that he made his American debut, and since 
that date has toured the country repeatedly. 

| It is the opinion of the most critical judges 
that Mr. Spalding should be ranked among the 
finest violinists of our generation, and that 
he should be accorded a position of first rank 
among America’s musica] artists. Not only as 
a player of the violin has Mr. Spalding won 
recognition, but his ability as a composer has 
won him much honor.

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We can not criticize anything that 
the officers and members of the Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Association have 
actually done, nor, indeed, anything 
that they have said. One may scru- 
tinize the published utterances of Sam 
H. Harris or L. Lawrence Weber with 
a magnifying glass and fail to find the 
slightest assertion to take exceptions 
to. 

Nevertheless they have contrived to 
create a situation and assume an atti- 
tude that just at this time is far from 
creditable. It does not matter how 
they did it. The only thing that 
counts is that the public has gained 
the impression that they have the act- 
ors by the hip and that they propose 
to maintain their hold by dint of sheer 
force and _ entirely regardless of 
changed times and conditions and the 
new standards of fairness. 


Whether they created this impres- 
sion or not, as we said before, is im- 
materia! and does not concern us, Mr. 
Harris may swagger as unduly ag he 
pleases and take the wildest chances 
of having George M. Cohan torn from 
the niche in which the public has en- 
shrined him and cast without the 
pale by an indignant populace. That 
is his business, 

Similarly if his confreres desire to 
strengthen and confirm in the public’s 
mind the strong suspicion which it 
now entertains that the charges so 


often brought against producing man- 
agers, i. e., that they are little better 
than speculators and gamblers, may 
have considerable basis in fact. That 
is their business. 

But when we find that an undis- 
cerning public unable to discriminate 
and visit its wrath upon the offenders 
alone, but in all likelihood will when 
it breaks loose extend it to all man- 
agers and showmen without distinc- 
tion, then it becomes our affair. 


— | 


And we are in duty bound to pro- 
test and to point out that American 
managers and showmen as a whole do 
subscribe to the tenets of the new con- 
scientiousness—were in fact among 
the very first to sense its coming and 
grasp its import. 

They not only profess it, but in 
thousands of instances are already 
practicing it, and it will be most un- 
just if they are made to bear the 
odium and share the penalties pro- 
voked by a mere handful of men so 
engrossed in their own private and 
particular affairs that they have been 
impervious to and unaffected by the 
great quickening that is sweeping the 
minds of all normal men, and who 
now hold that the war was won by 


What’s more, they are going to do 
it and do it quietly, effectively, in or- 
derly manner and promptly. 

Informed men know it. Bright 
men advocate it. Broad and able 
men welcome it and are _ busy 
paving the way to give their employees 
a voice in business. Only the igno- 
rant and stupid employer will have 
to be forced to grant the concession. 

The Producing Managers’ Associa- 
tion should jump at the chance of 
recognizing and dealing with the 
Actors’ Equity Association. It is not 
only the smart thing to do, but the 
wise thing. When you give the actor 
a voice in the business end of the pro- 
fession you load him with proportion- 
ate responsibility. That makes for 
stability, discretion and greater inter- 
est. Can there be any question of its 
being worth trying? 


But no, Mr. Harris pounds away on 
the observances, the customs, the 
ways, the usages “that have been found 
to work so well in the past.” 

That past is buried. We are in the 
here and now, with a big, brand new 
future rapidly bearing down upon us. 

What sufficed in the past matters 
not at all. Nothing we can imagine 
could have less bearing on the issue.

THE MINIMUM WAGE 


Not a Sine Qua Non of Unionism 


The Billboard has been wrong. 


: It has—and in common with many labor union leaders and authori-' 
ties on unionism—long believed that before any union became eligible 
for affiliation with the American Federation of Labor it had to adopt 


a minimum wage. 
We have been mistaken. 
It is not so. 


It is entirely optional with the union whether it adopts a wage scale 


of any kind or not. 


It is simply a right which it may exercise if it sees any advantage 
likely to accrue therefrom or which it may waive if it fears danger lurks 


therein. 


We were misled partly by the fact that up to comparatively recent 
dates all unions have invariably adopted a wage scale and partly by the 
opinions of men whom we had every reason to believe spoke with au- 


thority upon the subject. 


When one discovers one has been wrong—no matter how honestly— 


there is only one thing to do, i. e., 


acknowledge it, apologize, and then

actors and artists embracing unionism. 
It will do the same for thousands and thousands of others.

EUROPEAN TOUR 
Of Ringling-B. & B. Show 


May Be Postponed on Account 
of British Victory Circus and 
Allied Fair To Open in 
December 


London, Eng., July 3.—As far as can be dis- 
covered it seems as tho the proposed Ringling 
invasion of London and Paris next winter will 
be called off for a while. 

It was, it is understood, the intention of the 
American circus magnates, the Ringling Bros., 
to bring over their combined shows and open 
on Boxing Day at the Olympia in London for a 
season, and chen play a few weeks in Paris, 
before returning to the United States in time 
for the annual engagement at Madison Square 
Garden, but from all accounts it appears as if 
the trip will have to be postponed. 

A Victory Circus and Allied Fair will open 
at the Olympia in December, which will include 
equestrians from the different nations who 
fought side by side during the war. The whole 
affair will be under the direction of Fred Wil- 
kins, 

When the Ringling-Barnnm proposition was 
first suggested to the management of the mam- 
moth London hall it met with gréat favor, but 
subsequently the authorities seemed to feel 
that the great big winter cireus, conducted 
heretofore at the Agricultural Hall in Islington, 
should be transferred this year to the Olympia, 
and that while performers from the Allied na- 
tions would be welcome, the affair should be 
strictly of a British character and under local 
management. 


“LEN” GOHEEN DIES 


Newspaper Man and Show Agent Vic- 
tim of Heart Failure 


William Lenly Goheen, editor and publisher 
of the Dexter, Kansas, Observer, and widely 
known in the circus and repertoire circles, 
died in that city June 27 of heart failure. 
His illness dated back to October of last year, 
Wien he was afficited with influenza. Health 
failed him rapidly, asthma having developed. 
He was a constant sufferer, but his great 
energy kept him at his work until the last. 

Mr. Goheen, or “‘Len’’, as he was famiiiarly 
known, was almost 53 years old. He was born 
at Moweaqua, Ill, July 25, 1866. He acquired 
his first knowledge of printing at the age of 
wile yeurs and followed that line of business 
in addition to traveling with circuses. On 
leaving school he became identified with the 
circus business, and followed that intermittent- 
ly as press agent, covering almost every 
town and city in this country. He served as 
press agent for the John Robinson Circus, the 
Wallace Shows, Buffalo Bill's Wild West and 
many others, He contracted to go out with 
the Great Patterson Shows this season, but 
poor health would not permit. 

Mr. Goheen is survived by his wife ond two 
children, Betty and Billy; also a daughter, 
Josephine, of Emporia, Kans., by former mar- 
riage; mother and sister of St. Jon's, and a 
sister in Lambertville, N. J. We was a mem- 
ber of the Moose Lodge of Topeka, Kans.

GEO. A. McDONALD 


A Fair Secretary Who Has Made Fruit 
Preserving a Specialty. 


The subject of this sketeh, George A. Me- 
Donald, secretary of the Pottawatomie County 
Free Fair Association, Shawnee, Ok., has been 
connected with faire In some capacity nearly all 
his life, and actively engaged as secretary of the 
Pottawatomie County Fair since 1912, 

During the years 1912, '13 and "14 the fair was 
held as a free fair under the auspices of the 
Shawnee Chamber of Commerce, and was the 
forerunner of the fair now held under the Free 
Fair Law of Oklahoma, which authorizes the 
county excise boards to levy up to one-fourth of 
a mill for free fair purposes, 

As soon as this law became effective in 1915 
Mr. McDonald, who was secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce at Shawnee, became active in 
promoting the free fair and assisted the county 
igent in putting the law into effect in this 
ounty, and was elected as secretary of the Patr 
Association in August, 1915, and has been con- 
tinuously in this service since that time. 

Ile was born in Clark County, 0., on a farm 
near Springfield, and his earliest recollections are 
of helping his father prepare his exhibits for the 
Clark County Fair, the exhibits consisting prin- 
cipally of fruit and vegetables, especially apples 
and melons, which grew to perfection on his 
father’s farm, there being something over Afty 
varieties of apples grown there. 

The country boy at that time had but few 
holidays and always looked forward to the Coun- 
ty Fair as his vacation time, and {f he got ta 
go to the fair two days his delight knew no 
bounds, 

It was there that the family reunions were 
held and those picnic dinners of fried chicken 
and eake will never be forgotten. That is one 
feature that Mr. MeDonald still tries to put for 
ward in the advertixing of his fairs today, mak- 
ing them community features where family re- 
unions may be held, old acquaintances renewed 
and new ones formed, ‘It was at the old county 
fairs that we courted our sweethearts, wander- 
ing hand in hand over the grounds eating popcorn 
and ice cream candy, visiting the marvelous 
shows and riding on the merry go-round,”’ says 
Mr. MeDonald. “And those were happy days." 

“TIT remember an incident that happened at one 
of these fairs,"’ says McDonald, “of hearing an 
old gentleman telling some of his younger 
friends that he would not at thot time invest in 
one of the fine carriages on display, as it would 
not be long until we would have the horseless 
carriage, even before one of those would be 
worn out. The fact that we will have airplane 
exhibits at our fair this year only shows that 
the old man’s prophecy has not only been fulfilled 
but that we have gone much farther. 

“Our later fairs have adopted many features 
those earlier fairs did not have, and have 
dropped some of those features which were en- 
ticing to the people then, but on the whole the 
county fair is the average farmer and his fam- 
ily's vacation time, and is being developed here 
into a community uplift affair."* 

In recent years Mr. McDonald has specialized 
in the preservation of fruits in thelr natural 
state, preserving the earlier varieties of cherries, 
ipricots, peaches aad berries in order to show to 
the fair patrons what could be produced in the 
county, and this bas been the means of stimn- 
iating the production of fruits not heretofore 
grown in any quantity. While Mr. McDonald

HANDLING THE GRAND STAND 


One of the problems confronting fairs is the 
metbod of bandling the grand stand, Should a 
flat rate be charged for admission to the grand 
stand. or should there be a general admission 
price and an extra charge for Teserved seats? 
Should the charge be the same for evening and 
afternoons? These and numerous other questions 
must be considered in setting a rate In de- 
ciding what method is to be adopted the fair di- 
rectors must necessarily be governed by the con- 


ditions prevailing im their particular section. 
A plan that would work well in ope section of 
the country might not be at all suitable for an- 


ther. alt in general the conditions faced by 
the fairs are much the same insofar as the 
grand stand is concerned. 

At the annual meeting of the Western Can- 
ada ‘Fairs’ Association, held at Saskatoon, Sas- 
katchewan, a few months ago, the problem of 
handling the grand stand was taken up and dis- 
cussed thorely, and it may throw some light on 
the subject to repeat some of the opinions ex- 
pressed at that meeting, as those taking part in 
the discussion were all experienced fair men 
who had dealt with the practical problems of the 
fair secretary for years, 

The consensus of opinion seemed to be in favor 
of a Scent flat rate for both afternoon and 
evening. L. G. Calder, of Saskatoon, stated that 
it was his intention to recommend to the Saska- 
toon Exhibition Board that a flat charge of 3 
cents be made for admission to the grand stand, 
both afternoon and evening, abolishing the extra 
charge for reserved seats, le pointed ont that 
every member of the Western Canada Fairs As 
sociation is now giving a much better program 
than ever before and all are justified in ex- 
pecting to obtain a better price of admission. 
lle did not consider that the Qat rate of 530 cents 
would be much of an increase; that under the 
present system those taking reserved seats paid 
more than 50 cents, while those who were unable 
to get reserved seats were dissatistied. 

W. J. Stark stated that he intended to make 
the same recommendation to the Edmonton Ex- 
bibition Board. 

The question of taking care of special guests, 
such as wounded soldiers and promipent visitors, 
was brought up, and Mr, Calder stated that it 
was the intention to set aside a portion of the 
grand stand, when necessary, for this purpose. 

Mr. Smale said that in Brandon they had 
edopted the principle of the flat rate for the 
grand stand two years ago, and that it had met 
with general approval of the public. The plan, 
be said, also did away with much of the trouble 
and complaints caused by having to employ in- 
experienced ushers, 

Mr. Young of Camrose said they held their fair 
in 1918 with their Orst grand stand, charged 50 
cents for both afternoon and evening perform- 
ances and paid for the grand stand in one sea- 
80D 

Quite a number of others spoke in favor of 
a flat rate, and the meeting went on record as 
favoring the plan of charging a flat rate of 30 
cents at both the afternoon and evening per- 
formances,

DELMAR SHOWS 
Strike Some Good and Some Bad Spots 
in Texas—Mexia the Best So Far 


Just six weeks ago the Delmar Shows played 
the beautiful city of Crockett, in East Texas, 
under the auspices of the Fite Department. The 
town had beer closed to carnivals for Ove years, 
and big business ruled each day, with the ex- 
ception of Monday and Friday, when rain in- 
terfered. The tax collector gave the boys their 
licenses in order to help them along. The next 
stand was Grapeland, which wasn't any good on 
account of being small and a farming town. 
The farmers were too far behind and too busy 
with their crops. Just as the engagement in 
Grapeland was coming to a close the show was 
visited by W. PP. Bagby, from the Attorney 
General's Department, who stated that a car- 
nival in erder to operate in Texas had to do so 
under the direction of a Chamber of Commerce 
or would have to pay the prohibitive licenses 
imposed upon carnivals in 1911. He figured 
that the licenses required by the Delmar Shows 
would be $062.50 per week. He informed the 
management that it would have to pay this 
amount for each week the show had been in 
operation in Texas since the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1919, and wanted the full amount at 
once. He was informed by the management 
that a representative of the show would go to 
Austin and settle it there. Against Mr. Bag- 
by’s wishes Dr. J. E. Shugart, assistant man- 
ager of the show, went to Austin, and from 
what he says Texas is blessed with the finest 
Comptroller, Chief Clerk and Assistant Attor- 
ney General that the sun ever shone on. He 
was informed by John ©. Wall, Assistant At- 
torney General, that it wasn't their intention 
to put any of the boys out of business, but that 
all carnivals operating in Texas must pay the 
licenses and quit evading them under the act 
passed by the Legislature of 1897, Section 18, 
which reads in part as follows “Wax works 
and exhibiting for the sake of art, science, eda- 
cation, charity or benevolence shall be exempt 
from taxes."" That was done away with when 
the act was passed by the Thirty-fourth Legis- 
lature. Mr. Tabor, anditor of the Comptroller's 
Department, came over to Troup, the show's 
next stand, and he and Mr. Bagby, after look- 
ing the show over, gave the management a 
classification which is just and equitable enough, 
A nice business resulted the last three days 
of the week at Troup, from which point the 
show moved to Corsicana, where shows, rides 
and concessions all did big business each even- 
ing. It was at this point that the show lost 
one of its valuable men in the person of Elmer 
Collins. Said he wanted to rest up a while. 
Mexia was the next stand. It had been closed 
for the past five years, but Dr. Shugart per- 
suaded the authorities to open up. As a re- 
sult every man, woman and child, even the 
ministers, became boosters for the show. Busi- 
ness was the best the show has had this season, 
and an invitation for a return date was ex- 
tended. The company is now playing the W. 
Oo. W. Pienic in Hubbard. which bas been 
closed for a number of years also. Other towns 
to follow are Stephenville, West, Whitney and 
Clifton, all reunions —C. J. KEPPLER.

Le Mans (Sarthe), France, June 13.—Imag- 
ine a city in the United States slowing down 
its commercial and industrial enterprises, its 

ic schools and municipal offices, in fact pro 
1g a general holiday, so that its inhabit- 
ants might attend a carnival under the auspices 
of a foreign sovtety. Yet that is exactly what 
happened in this city yesterday. It was Freoch 
Dey at the great free carnival being conducted 
by the Knights of Columbus in the beautiful 
Horticultural Park.

HOMER RODEHEAVER 
Presents Some Y. M. C. A. Facts 


Homer Rodeheaver and his trombone came 
back home and at a meeting at Central Y. M. 
C. A. the folks heard something of his experi- 
ences as a Red Triangle secretary in France. 
““Rody"’ was one of 700 “‘Y’’ workers in the 
Argonne fighting, but he didn’t more than men- 
tion it, 

Mr. Rodeheaver told of the 1,500 “‘Y’’ huts. 
He declared that ninety-eight per cent of the 
“Y’? men and women overseas did splendidly 
and that when the canteen is criticized it is 
criticism of Uncle Sam, who had commanded the 
Y. M. C. A. to take over the canteen so that 
more men would be released for fighting. The 
speaker also reminded his hearers that the army 
took over, without saying ‘‘by your leave,’’ at 
least one-half of the ““Y"’ trucks, and that trans- 
portation of goodies, under these conditions, was 
at times absolutely impossible. 

“Even so, I know that in one recent month 
*Y’ secretaries unloaded 1,000 cars of freight,"’ 
continued ‘‘Rody,’’ ‘‘and that on the retail side 
—in the same month—they handed 26,000,000 
bars of chocolate over the counter. They also sold 
14,000,000 packages of cakes and I don’t know 
how many cigarettes. The ‘Y’ also sent home 
in savings for the boys each month from $2,000,- 
000 to $4,000,000 and gave 90,000 movie shows, 
and had at one time on the move 200 different 
entertainment squads, including theatrical peo- 
ple and singers.”’

| GREAT VICTORY IN FIGHT AGAINST DEPOSITS 


The Billboard 


JULY 12, 1919 


Pennsylvania Legislature Passes Bill Requiring 
Producers To Secure Deposits of Exhibitors 


Opinion Prevails That Gov- 
ernor Sproul! Will Sign the 
Bill, Which Then Be- 
comes a Law 


The organized exhibitors of Pennsylvania are 
very close to victory in their fight against the 
deposit system, which compels them to put up 
a deposit with the film companies mainly for the 
reason that the film companies need the money 
to finance themselves. 

As exclusively reported in The Billboard at 
the time, the bill, now awaiting the signature of 
the Governor, was introduced by Mr. Soffel on 
April 23, and has now passed the two houses of 
the Legislature. 

Here are the salient provisions of the bill: 

Section 4—On and after the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1920, every distributor desiring to do busi- 
ness in this Commonwealth shall keep on deposit 
with the Pennsylvania State Board of Censors 
an amount of money or securities equal to the 
amount of deposits held by such distributor and 
paid by exhibitors as a license or as part pay- 
ments on contracts of leasing or as a pledge or 
security for damages or for any other purpose 
provided for in any contract between the dis- 
tributor and exhibitor. 

All such deposits made by distributors under 
the provisions of this act shall be for the benefit 
and protection of their exhibitors in this Com- 
monwealth in the case of the insolvency of the 
distributor and for the faithful performance of 
all contracts made by the distributor with ex- 
hibitors and for the return of such deposits to 
the exhibitor in case where the exhibitor may be 
entitled thereto. All such deposits shall be de- 
livered forthwith by the Pennsylvania State 
Board of Censors to the State Treasurer for 
safe keeping. 

Section 5—Every such deposit of securities 
made with the Pennsylvania State Board of Cen- 
sors by any distributor shall be in the bonds of 
the United States or of this Commonwealth not 
estimated above their current market value or in 
the bonds of a county, city, borongh, town, town- 
ship, school d‘strict or other municipal district 
of this Commonwealth, whose issue is authorized 
by law not estimated above their par value or 
their current market value, or in bonds and 
mortgages on improved and unencumbered real 
property in this Commonwealth worth 50 per cen- 
tum more then the amcunt loaned thereon. 

No one bond or mortgage so deposited shall be 
for a less sum than one thousand dollars. All 
such securities, before their acceptance shall be 
epproved by the Pennsylvania State Board of 
Censors. 

The bill has thrown the exchanges in Pennsyl- 
yania into confusion and they do not know just 


ATLANTA CENSORS ENJOINED 


Court Overrules Their Findings in the 
Case of Auction of Souls 


The Censor Board of Atlanta, Ga., of whose 
opposition to the First National Picture, Auction 
of Souls, The Billboard printed a full account 
in its last issne, has been overruled by the 
courts and the picture will now be shown in 
Atlanta. 

Judge George L. Bell, of the Superior Court, 
enjoined the censors from interfering with the 
exhibition of the picture. Judge Pell arrived 
at his decision to issue an injunction after he 
had personally viewed the picture. In the 
opinion filed with his decision he says: 

While there is much in the pfcture that 
is immoral and criminal yet neither the im-

what they will do in case the Governor signs the 
bill. Indeed the producing interests are view- 
ing the legislation with great alarm. If the 
bill becomes a law there is no doubt that other 
Legislatures will follow the example of Penn- 
sylvania and the vast sums of money now on de- 
posit with film companies will have to be re- 
turned to the exhibitors. The practice of re- 
quiring deposits has long been fought as an un- 
fair and unjust exaction, but so far exhibitors 
had done little more than protest and pass 
resolutions, 

Oredit for the first actual step against the in- 
iquitous deposit system belongs to the organized 
exhibitors of Pennsylvania, notably Frederick J. 
{lerrington, former president of the National 
League: J. W. Shearer, Christian Vollmer and 
Ilenry Poke, all of them located in Pittsburg. 


States and at Washington. Using these same 
methods national legislation can be influenced in 
the same manner. The five per cent tax on film 
rentals, imposed on us because of lack of real 
national organization, will readily be repealed. A 
systematic campaign in every congressional dis- 
trict should lead to an early repeal of the bur- 
densome admission tax, 


We realize that this basis of organization, in- 
viting as it does every exhibitor to participate in 
its councils. is a new departure in exhibitors’ or- 
ganizations. Heretofore the name and machinery 
of both State and national organizations after 
an initial outburst of enthusiasm have generally 
passed into the hands of a very few men who 
were more anxious to retain their hold on the 
name and the machinery than to promote bene- 
ficial legislation or consult their fellow exhibitors 
in solving the many problems within the in- 
dustry. At this time, when so many serious 

roblems confront the exhibiting branch of the 
industry, there is greater need than ever for a 
really representative national organization.

RESENT PRODUCERS DOMINATION 


New York State League of Exhibitors 
Wants Congressional Unit for 
New Organization—Scathing 
Arraignment of Paper 
Organizations of 
she Past 


The Executive Committee of the Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors of the State of New York has 
issued a statement defining its attitude and ac- 
ion at the St. Louis Convention. 

The statement in full reads as follows: 

The organized exhibitors of the State of New 
York sent their spokesman to the recent conven- 
tion at St. Louis to submit a plan and basis for 
creating a vigorous, active and genuinely repre- 
sentative National Union of Motion Picture Ex- 
hibitors, This plan was to give to every ex 
hibitor in the United States a chance to have a 
voice and vote in the formation and manage- 
ment of such a national organization. It was 
therefore based on the Congressional Unit of 
Representation, which is the broadest, fairest 
and the most democratic basis of representation. 
Under this plan each State will be entitled to as 
many representatives at a national convention 
as there are congressional distzicts in the said 
State. 


The recent successful campaign in the State 
of New York by the Motion Picture Exhibitors, 
resulting in the enactment of the Sunday Open- 
ing Bill, was conducted on the basis of Assembly 
and Senatorial Districts, the two legislative 
units in this and every other State. ‘The ex- 
hibitors in each Assembly and Senatorial district 
rallied their patrons to the support of liberal 
Sunday legislation. Every Assemblyman and 
Senator in the State of New York was ap- 
proached and his aid solicited for the support of 
the Liberal Sunday Bill. In the same way a 
proposed censorship measure was defeated. 

If these methods of organization were success- 
ful in the State of New York it is reasonable to 
argue that they will be successful in other 


these old style so called organizations, too often 
exploited with more or less camouflage for the 
personal gain of the promoters. 

On the other hand the overwhelming support 
which the new organization in the State of New 
York received from practically every owner of a 
motion picture theater in the State has thoroly 
convinced us that the enlightened and progres- 
sive exhibitor will be found eager to join an or- 
ganization in which every exhibitor has a voice 
and a vote and in which the control of affairs 
never passes out of the hands of the rank and 
file. 

The Congressional Unit was rejected at St. 
Iouis. The very small group which dominated 
at St. Louis consists mostly of men who are 
closely identified with producing interests or de- 
pendent upon the financial favors of the pro- 
ducers. They are in no sense, numerically or 
otherwise, representative of the exhibitors of 
the country. 

It is unthinkable that these men will be able 
to prevent the real exhibitors of the country 
from forming a gennine exhibitors’ organization 
resting upon the votes, freely cast and honestly 
counted, of all. the owners of motion picture 
theaters thruout the land.

THE EDITOR’S SAY 


ON THE DOINGS OF THE DAY 
A Real Blow at the Deposit System 


Owing to the faithful work of Fred- 
erick J. Herrington, of Pittsburg, the 
bill compelling producers to secure the 
deposits of exhibitors by putting up 
deposits in equal amounts with the 
authorities of the State has passed 
both houses of the Keystone Legisla- 
ture. It is expected that the Governor 
will sign the bill. Of all publications 
in the motion picture field The Bill- 
board was the only one to print the 
full text of the bill and to advocate its 
passage. No fairminded man can help 
rejoicing in the prospect of a bill of 
this character. The deposit system is 
a crying evil and an unmitigated hard- 
ship and injustice on the exhibitor. 
One of the most amazing things at the 
St. Louis convention was the attitude 
taken by its leading spirits toward the 
deposit system. Marcus Loew, whose 
close affiliation with producing inter- 
ests is well known, is reported to have 
given utterance to this remarkable 
statement: “If such laws are to be- 
come operative in every State of the 
Union exhibitors will find their supply 
of films cut off.” 


IS IT A THREAT? 


We hope that Mr. Loew was incor- 
rectly quoted, or, if correctly quoted, 
that he did not mean to threaten 
the exhibitor. The exhibitors are 
not a whit worried about the sup- 
ply of film. What they are justly 
worried about are the gouging methods 
of so many producers and the fabulous 
rise in film rentals. Only yesterday 
we learned on the most reliable author- 
ity that an exhibitor in a medium 
sized city has signed a contract to pay 
three thousand dollars a week for the 
first Douglas Fairbanks release under 
the United Stars System. Fear of com- 
petition, no doubt, had a good deal to 
do with this, but it could not have 
happened if the exhibitors in that city 
and State were properly organized. 
The exhibitor himself knows—no one 
better—that he must lose money on 
the proposition. The first of Septem- 
ber may bring relief from contract 
slavery, but it may not and probably 
will not bring relief from gouging and 
from extortionate film rentals. Only 
the exhibitors themselves can apply the 
remedy. It is simple enough: Organi- 
zation and co-operation. 


MORE FOOLISH GERMAN 
PROPAGANDA 


We have on our desk a remarkable 
journal published in Zurich, Switzer- 
land, and called “Kinema.” The pub- 
lication had been largely advertised as 
an independent polyglot publication 
devoted to the interests of the inter- 
national film market. French and Ital- 
ian film journals had printed the 
voluminous advertisement of the new 
paper. On close examination we find 
that the publication is almost entirely 
in German, just one page being de- 
voted to the “polyglot” department, 
which consists of a little French. The 
advertising columns are devoted ex- 
clusively to German-made films. Ger- 
man propaganda has been spoken 
of as “subtle and dangerous by reason 
of its cleverness.” It has been clumsy 
enough in the motion picture field. The 
various international. film enterprises 
launched under American auspices

THE STORY IN SNBLETON FORM 

A girl living with her father in the wilds of 
Canada suffers from the stigma of having two 
men fight over her—one losing his life. The na 
tive women make it so uncomfortable for ber 
that she readily accepts an offer made by two 
strangers to go to Alaska as a nurse with the 
promise of making considerable money. Ter 


father perishes on the trip and she reaches Daw 
son to find that Gold Dust Barker, the affabl«= 
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stranger, is the owner of a disreputable dance 
hall and jntends to force her into a dissolute 
life. She is followed by Bapiesse, the vengeful 
halfbreed, who breaks into her room, but is killed 
by Barker. She is forced to decide between the 
unkempt, drunken men or Barker, and after 
much anguish she appears before the crowd on 
the auction block. Barker is outbid by Jim 
Blood, the drunken owner of a rich claim, They 
are married that night, but followed by Barker 
and his henchmen, who enter a false claim of 
$100,000 against Blood, and seize the bride. 
This arouses the latent manhood in Jim, and he 
seizes two guns, shooting Barker and other 
wretches. [le then disappears and in later years 
the bride meets him again as manager of her 
prosperous mine—clean and regenerated. They 
both confess their love. 
THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

In this morbid tale of brutal passions, de- 
praved women and besotted men we look in vain 
for a moment’s respite, but the six reels of re- 
volting animalisim goes wildly on its way as if 
humanity had gone back to the savage ages and 
lived but to rend, curse and kill. The unfortunate 
heroine, who attracted only the baser side in 
man, is constantly persecuted by a number of 
villains, and at least a dozen times she stands 
with her back against the door and claws the 
men who try to assault her. Somebow the situa- 
tions recalled the tale of the girl who climbed 
a tree—‘‘yet the villain still pursued her.’’ 

There is no keen sense of the humor that such 
a showing must incite in the minds of the pro- 
ducers, Who appearto forget that women and 
children attend movie theaters for recreation and 
enjoyment—not to suffer from embarrassment 
and disgust. The character types are realistic 
in the extreme, the acting vivid, the presenta- 
tion adequate, but the story never touches a vital 
spot and the heroine’s plight awakens little sym- 
pathy, for she could have gone and worked at 
other places and saved her honor, 

The real strength of the story comes too late 
in the picture to save it, hence its value as 
entertainment is limited to a few who prefer 
sajacious incidents to decent amusement. 

THE WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 

The repulsive faces of the dance hall denizens 
and the drunken antics of the fat and vulgar 
syuaw made a feeling of illness overpower us, 
and if this is the aim of motion picture pro- 
ducers we will have to look elsewhere for our 
recreation. After The Heart of Humanity it

Syracuse, July 4.—A further step in the 
prosecution of alleged film thieves who it is said 
have purloined a million dollars’ worth of film 
was taken before Police Justice Shove, wh. 
held one of the suspects, John R. Van Arnawm, 
in $5,000 bail for the Grand Jury, 

Five witnesses testified and, after listening 
to them, Justice Shove said that sufficient evt- 
dence had been produced to warrant holding him 
for the Grand Jury. Richard J. Byrne, attorney 
for the defendant, and John J. Mclnerny, chief 
counsel for the Motion Picture Producers’ As- 
sociation, held a consultation and agreed to let 
Van Arman go under his previous $5,000 ball, 

Charles P. Jordan and Irvin. J, Brown, the 
two film detectives, who brought about Van 
Arman’s arrest on a charge of criminally re- 
ceiving stolen property, were the first witnesse., 
They are the same detectives who brought 
about the arres; of Hans Frohman, New York 
City broker, a few days before the arrest of 
Van Arman, Hans Frohman now is out on 
$5,000 bail until July 13, 

The detectives told how they went to Froh- 
man in New York City seeking the purchase 
of stolen films which they said they were going 
to send to Mexico. They Induced Frohman, 
they said, to come with them to Syracuse 
where the films could be purchased. Here they 
bought two films, The Inner Shrine and The 
Golden Fetter, 

Detective Brown, in his testimony, said 
when he was in New York, he drove a truck 
endeavoring to get a clue in connection with 
the wholesale theft of motion pleture films. 
While doing this he found a stolen film at a 
theater which, he said, was purchased by 
Van Arman.

What Puts the Spice in Screen Comedy 


In a bowk called Behind The Sereen a con- 
tributor to a popular sctentific magizine makes 
some interesting statements, which will surprise 
motion picture men and fans alike. Speaking 
of facial camouflage and utterly scorning the 
dictum that the camera does not lie the author 
says: 

“It is really wonderful what can be accom- 
plished by the painless surgery of the screen 
in the matter of facia] beauty. . . . If one side 
of the nose is too heavy a little pink grease 
paint will tone it down. A bent ridge may 
be straighteneqd by running a straight high- 
light with grease paint. A flat nose can be 
made beautiful by shading the stdes with pink 
grease paint and high-lighting the ridge. A long 
rose «in de cut down a quarter of an inch of 
half an inch with the aid of a pink tip. Round 
and long facex can be altered to suit require- 
ments by the shifting of pink grense areas. 
Indeed an entire book could be written on the 
wonderful make-up of the screen.

Shortcom- 
ings of nature as evinced in certain imper- 
fections of one's figure can be rectified by rari- 
ous forms of deception.”

morality por crime shown in the picturo is 
made attractive, bot on the contrary it is 
rendered loathsome and repulsive. The pic- 
ture undertakes to present conditions in Armenia 
about which we read every day in the public 
press, and the whole scheme appears to be an 
appeal to civilization in behalf of Christianity. 
‘The courts are leath to interfere with the 
discretion of the board of censors in the exer 
cise of authority conferred upon it by law, and 
ordinarily this court would not do so, but it 
is of the opinion that it might be more harm- 
ful in some respects to suppress this exhibition 
than it weuld to allow it to operate. There fs 
nothing {4 it that appeals to the sensuous or 
that is degrading in character. On the con- 
trary it undertakes to teach a lesson and to 
assist in securing ald for a people said to be 
oppressed and injured. The opinion of the 
board condemning this picture was not unani- 
mous, some of the members not having 
witnessed the plieture at all, ang at least one 
who beld that the picture was entirely proper 
to be exhibited. In overruling the judgment 
of the censors in this matter the court does 
not pres upon or consider the constitutional 
question raised in the petition, but bases the 
opinion upon the ground that the picture pro- 
posed te be exhibited {s not obscene, immoral 
or indecent, nor contrary to public morals, 
safety or good order. 

The verdict of the court is sustained by 
public opinion in this case, The picture houses 


ir Atlanta have vlways shown clean pictures 
and the establishment of a Board of Censors 
has been regarded as a mistake by many prom- 
iment people who are not at all interested mm 
pictures. It is believed that this latest exer- 
cise of tyrannous power by the board will 
eventually lead to its entire abolition.

movement. Some of the wise ones, however. 
say this assertion is merely camouflage, and 
allege that Marcus Loew for sometime has been 
considering the advisability of instituting a col- 
lection agency for the cireuit over which he 
presides, but that the Federal Trade Investiga- 
tion was indirectly responsible for him abandon- 
ing the idea, 

Among the demands of the agents may be 
mentioned the following: 

The right to book in any office they want, 
without prejudicing their business. They de- 
mand that they book acts with the U. B. Q., 
Pantages, Loew, or any one else. 

The right to collect their commission from 
the MANAGER, when the manager cancels or 
switches any act which they have booked. And 
if the actor wants his dates set back HE must 
pay, aS the agents contend that their work is 
finished when they secure the bookings, and 
they demand a second commbssion for second 
work. Along these lines if an actor is taken 
sick and cannot fulfill his contract he must pay 
the agent who has done his work. 

When an actor walks out of a theater on 
account of objecting to billing, dressing room, 
spot on the bill or one of the thousand and one 
excuses some actors offer for leaving, then they 
must pay the agent his commission just the 
same. 

The agent, after the Vaudeville Collection 
Agency is abolished, will require of the actor 
a retainer, just the same as a business man 
would pay to his attorney, which is to be held 
as a deposit for the fulfilment of the agreement 
and assuring the agent his commission for the 
work he does. If the actor is not financially 
able to deposit this retainer, it is pointed out 
that he will have recousse to tie National 
Vaudeville Artists, Inc., who will advance him 
the money, if the proposed arrangement be- - 
tween the N. V, A. and the L. O. A. goes thru 
satisfactorily. 

The League of Agents will naturally be a 
protective organization, and any agent who is 
a member of the League who for any reason 
whatever is barred from doing business in any 
booking office will have his case taken up by 
the Board of Governors, either in conjunction 
_— or without the N. V. A. and the V. P. 

-, and if in the opinion of the L. 0. A. there 
. no justification for the agent being barred the 
L. O. A. will insist upon his reinstatement, and 
in the event of this being refused the members 
of the L. 0, A. will be bound to discontinue 
business until the agent is placed back in the 
good graces of the managers. 

The reason that no names can be mentioned is 
that at present it is a secret organization, and 
the majority know full well that some prospect- 
ive members would only divulge the secrets of 
the order to those from whom they wished to 
court favor. 

The chief alm of the League of Agents is to 
legitimatize the artists’ representatives and 
agents, and place the business upon a plane 
compared with any banking establishment, or 
Mr. Albee’s idea regarding ordinary vaudeville 
conditions, Another strong point in favor of 
the League is its avowed intention of elimi- 
nating all the grafting and crooked agents, and 
the Board of Governors will at all times listen 
to actors’ grievances. Any agent found guilty 
of reprehensible conduct will be immediately ex- 
pelled from the League. One of the most 
serious charges that can be preferred against a 
member will be that of double-crossing a client 
(the actor) by working in the interests of the 
manager instead of for the man who is paying 
him a commission for services supposed to be 
rendered for him,

Development Astounding—Government 
Figures Show It a Cheap and 
Safe Mode of Transport—Big 
Field for Promoters

Is your city on an airplane mail line? Have 
you tried to bring it about? Needless to say 
you would prefér to send your mail vin air, and 
there is no obstacle to prevent it. But big things 
don’t come just for the asking, You must do 


something to earn them, One fact is clear, the 
Tost Office Department has proven in the face of 
untold difficulties that it is quite practical .o 
carry mail by air and to do so at a profit. 

The New York-Washington Air Mail System 
has been operating for more than one year at 
more than 94 per cent ef'.-iency. And when you 
take into consideration that the Post Office ex- 
ectitives had to go out hunting up their own Jand- 
ing fields, map routes, convince the local suthor- 
ities that they were in earnest, and overcome 
a thousand and one other obstacles and then 
to know that they have “put it over’ and 
earned a profit carrying letter mail for six 
cents. Our hats are off to you, Otto Praeger. 
Instead of Second Assistant VDostmaster, we 
think you should be made the Director General 
of the United States Air Mail System, with un- 
disputed authority and ample funds to go as 
far as you please, for you certainly have made 
an enviable record and under a very trying 
handicap. But so much for Otto Praeger. It 
will be interesting to know just what you are 
doing, Mr.’ Citizen. Don't forget that you are 
the Government. Mr. Vl’raeger is simply your 
public servant: wouldn't you like to help your 
servant a little bit? Did you ever hear how 
your town happened to organize the Fair Asso- 
ciation, or how it happened to get the railroad 
tu ston there?

Such a station is now being established on the 
fludson, New York, where parking space for 
flying yachts ean be rented for as low as $500 
per year. Aviators will be hired out as needed 
and the charge for mechanics, service, etc., 
will bo charged against the flying machine, a Ja 
automobile garage. When this. station is 
started the sportsmen will have an incentive 
to own flying beats. Aerial navigation com-

Air Ministry Lending Aid—Government 
Issues Requirements 


With the announcement of the British Guyv- 
ernment that the ban would be lifted on civil- 
jan flying, tourist agencies are becoming notice- 
ably active. Single trips from various aero- 
dromes to Londen an! Manchester at prices 
varying from fifteen to fifty-five dollars are 
now being offered and pleasure flying is ex- 
pected to become quite popular this summer. 
The seashore resorts will likely be the most 
prominent places where flying for pleasure wit] 
be in vogue. Both seaplanes and land machines 
will be put into this service by individuals and 
agencies. 

No small amount of interest has been at- 


tracted by the requirements issued by the gov- 
ernment regatding pileta Among these they 
must be free from mental, moral or physical de- 


fect and must present themselves for examina- 
tion every six months. Two kinds of certifi- 
cates are to be isused, one for individual owners 
who take their own chances, the other for effic- 
lent operators of passenger or freight carrying 
planes. 

From all indications, the Air Ministry wilt 
do its best to aid the flyers, beth private and 
commercial, to the extent of providing momer- 
ous aerodromes, weather reports and lending of 
motor trucks to bring in disabled planes. The 
requirements also include that first aid appli- 
ances must be kept at all licensed aerodromes,
